*H« ISSUE IS MADE 
AND THE 


. BATTUE ON. 


Those who for years have been bat- 


tling lor silver against the gold trust, 
and left the political 
parties with 


which they had been affiliated for a 
lifetime, because those parties wore 
playing fast and loose with the silver 
question, have now just cause for re- 
joicing. Through the efforts of the in- 
dependent voters, a large majority qf 
whom are men who have to earn.their 
bread by the sweat of their brows, the 
old parties have been compelled to de- 
clare themselves on the paramount 
issue of the day, the solution of which 
is to determine whether the United 
States is a free and independent nation 
capable of exercising the Constitu- 
tional prerogative " to coin money and 
•regulate the value thereof," without the 
coasent of foreign nations. 


Heretofore the two great political 


parties of the United States have 
dodged or straddled this issue in their 
National campaigns. They presented 
platforms to the people which were in- 
terpreted to mean the single gold stand- 
ard in the East and bimetallic stand- 
ard in the West. In Congress, by form- 
ing a third party, composed of Repub- 
licans and Democrats, who differed 
only in name, they succeeded, with the 
aid of the President, in defeating every 
measure designed to relieve the masses 
from the clutches of the gold trust, by 
restoring silver to its historic position 
as a money metal. To deceive the peo- 
ple and keep them divided, the gold 
men of both parties kept up a sham 
flght on tariff schedules, bat always 
acted in unison oa the vital issue—the 
financial question. 


As the stringency caused by the de- 


monetization of silver increased, tbo 
Bepublicau goldites attributed the dull 
times to the tariff. They decided that 
the Morrill, or war tariff, which went 
into effect in 1862, was not high enough, 
80 in 1890 they repealed it and gave us 
the McKinley act. That afforded no 
relief to the masses, and before Presi- 
dent Harrison left the White House, 
the revenues of the Government were 
millions less than the expenditures and 
plates were engraved for the issuance 
of sold bonds. 
The people became 


more restive as the financial depres- 
sion became more intense, and in 1892 
a million or more Republican voters 
left their party and voted for Weaver, 
the nominee of the People's party, or 
for Cleveland, the Democratic candi- 
date. Cleveland was elected, but he 
did not change the financial policy of 
the Harrison Administration. 
The 


scarcity of money resulting from mak- 
ing gold the 
exclusive standard of 


value caused a commercial panic. This 
was attributed by Mr. Cleveland to the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
bullion monthly, and Congress was 
convened in special session in the dog 
days of 1893, to repeal the bill. The 
gold men of both parties arrayed them- 
selves on the side of Mr. Cleveland and 
the repeal bill was passed after one of 
the hardest legislative fights on record, 
in which the gallant silver men con- 
tended against superior numbers un- 
til! their physical powers were ex- 
hausted. The repes! bill did not bring 
the relief ^promised by its advocates, 
and the Wilson bill, which reduced 
tariff schedules an average of 11J£ per 
cent, and put wool and other Western 
products on the free list, became a law. 
Bonds were issued to replenish the gold 
reserve, but the volume of money was 
not increased, the gold standard was 
not disturbed and the market value of 
real estate and all other kinds of prop- 
erty steadily declined. The people be- 
came aroused and resolved to settle 
the financial question in the interest of 
the masses. It was the vital issue 
in § the Kepnblican 
National Con- 


vention and lifelong Bepublicans left 
the party, because it declared against 
the free coinage of silver. It is the 
vital issue in the Democratic National 
Convention, and moss-backed members 
of the party avow their intention to 
leavo; it because of its declaration for 
free coinage. 


Now the issue is fairly made on the 


money question, which an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people admit is the 
paramount issue of the campaign. It 
is the issue of the Presidential contest, 
but whether the silver forces will enter 
the fight under one leader remains to 
be seen.

Minority Resolutions Voted Down 


—Bryan Of Nebraska 


Electrifies the 
Convention. 


CHICAGO, July 9,—Senator Stephen 


M. White, the permanent chairman, 
called the Democratic National Con- 
vention to order at 10:52 this morning. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas presented 


the report of the Committee on Plat- 
form, the silver plank in the platform 
being loudly cheered. Senator Jones 
announced that one hour and twenty 
minutes would be allowed each side for 
the advocacy of majority and minority 
reports. 


Senator Hill presented the minority 


report, signed by 16 members of the 
committee. Hill's report said the min 
ority objected to declarations in tbe 
majority.
